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PREFACE 


This  report  is  one.  in  a series  on  Soviet  Cround  Force  and  logistic 
installations  being  prepared  for  a DIA/CIA  Panel.  The  series  is  being 
coordinated,  published  and  disseminated  by  NPIC.  The  photographic 
analysis  is  being  performed  by  the  NPIC  Photographic  Analysis  Group, 
the  CIA  Photographic  Intelligence  Division  (NPIC),  and  the  Production 
Center  LPlc  (D1A).

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SUMMARY 


Gorodok  Depot  Prudok  (Figure  1)  is  located 
7 kilometers  (km)  north-northwest  of  Gorodok 
(55-28N  030-00E)  on  the  west  side  of  the 

Vitebsk-Nevel  rail  line.  The  depot  is  served 
by  a spur  from  the  rail  line.  An  all-weather 
secondary  road  provides  access  to  the  Vitebsk- 
Nevel  highway.  Other  military  installations  are 
located  in  the  Vitebsk  area. 

This  double -secured  installation  (Figures  2 
and  3)  covers  approximately  190  acres,  and  in- 


cludes 21  storage  buildings,  one  L- shaped 
administrative/support  building,  and  four  guard 
towers.  Six  other  support  buildings  are  lo- 
cated outside  the  secured  area. 

The  area  is  covered  by  12  KEYHOLE  mis- 
sions between  July  1961  and  February  1964. 
Comparative  analysis  reveals  the  same  gen- 
eral level  of  usage  during  this  period  with 
reduced  usage  during  winter  months.  No  sig- 
nificant changes  are  observed. 


description  of  installation 


Railroad  Service 

The  area  is  served  by  a rail  spur  from  the 
Vitebsk-Nevel  rail  line  which  forms  multiple 
sub-spurs  within  the  installation. 

Road  Service 

A secondary  all-weather  road  provides  ac- 
cess to  the  Vitebsk-Nevel  highway. 

General  Storage  Area 

Area  E (Figure  3)has  seven  180-  by  60- foot 


storage' buildings,  fourteen  140-  by  50-foot  stor- 
age buildings,  one  L-shaped  admihistrative/sup- 
port  building,  and  four  guard  towers  (one  outside 
secured  area).  Most  of  the  storage  buildings 
are  directly  accessible  to  a rail  spur  or  to  a 
network  of  internal  roads. 

Other  Buildings 

Six  support  buildings  are  located  immedi- 
ately outside  the  secured  area. 
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
